In response to your letter of 
Novenber 2lst, I meret to advise that there 
is no simple book on Punic and Byzantine coins. 
Practically the only books avallable are the 


British Museum Catalogues, and these are 
expensive. 


Regadiding the value of the ooins 
which you have obtained, it may be said that 
theix commercial value is very slight; their 
numismatic or historical value is quite a 
different matter, but only an examination could 
show whether or not they had valuation on this 
soore. If your public library has a copy of 
Head's "Historia Numorum", you could possibly 
obtain some of the information vou desire by 
consulting the section devoted to coins of 
Carthage. This section, however, is not very 
well illustrated.
